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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-26, 29-31, and 33-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Prior Art of Record does not teach all the limitations of independent claims 1, 8, and 

29. 

Regarding Claims 1 and 29, the Prior Art of Record does not teach nor suggest in the 
claimed combination a method of reading a data comprising receiving a quorum of reply 
messages, the quorum of reply messages being greater than a minimum number of the stripe 
blocks needed to decode the stripe of erasure coded data, and the quorum meeting a quorum 
condition of a number such that any two selections of the number of the stripe blocks intersect in 
the minimum number of the stripe blocks needed to decode the stripe, and decoding the stripe of 
erasure coded data from at least the minimum number of the stripe blocks, thereby forming the 
data. 

These claims are further allowed in view of applicant's definition of the quorum 
condition and in view of applicant's clarification of how the quorum condition is met 
(Applicant's Remarks, 6/14/07, pages 8-10). 

Regarding Claim 8, the Prior Art of Record does not teach nor suggest in the claimed 
combination a method of reading a data comprising receiving a quorum of reply messages, the 
quorum of reply messages comprising at least the first number (first number of data blocks) plus 
half of the second number (second number of parity blocks) and the quorum being greater than a 
minimum number of the stripe blocks needed to decode the stripe of erasure coded data. 
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Claim 8 is further allowed in view of applicant's remarks and arguments (Applicant's 
Remarks, 6/14/07, page 10).
